Dr. Simon, who saw Mrs. Sledd about 
three hours before her death, declined to 


certify to the cause of her demise. 

Hie said it might have been apoplexy, 
though the fact that her head rested on a 
pillow when found seems to render this 
theory untenable. 

The doctors say that a person stricken 
with apoplexy would drop at once. 

The pillow was taken from Mrs. Sledd's 
bed, and the spot where she lay was more 
than ten feet from the bed.

CARTER ON THE NORTH END. 


To a Friend He Spoke Favorably of 
O’Fallon Park. 


President’ Thomas 8S. Carter of the Na- 
{ional World's Fair Commission, while in 
St. Louls with the other commissioners, ex- 
pressed an opinion favorable to O'Fallon 
Park as the site of the Fair. 

Without committing himself to any par- 
ticular location, Senator Carter told Pat- 
rick P. Connor, his boyhood friend, that 
on account of its proximity to the river ae 
considered O'Fallon Park an ideal site for 
the great Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 

Mr. Connor, who is the senior member ot 
Connor Bros. & Co., commission merchants 
and members of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“Senator Carter and I were reared on 
adjoining farms near Pana, Ill. While he 
is too old a politician to express a prefer- 
ence for one site over another, he told me 
candidly that he thought the location ot 
the Fair in Forest Parx would be a great 
detriment to the fine residences in that io- 
cality. 

‘Then I told him about O'Fallon Park, 
explaining that it would offer a high and 
slightiy location, with the advantage of 
proximity to the river. The latter point 
seemed to interest him especially on ac- 
count of the historic part played by the 
Mississippi in the Louisiana Purchase, ana 
he expressed a desire to inspect the site. 

“He seemed greatly pleased with the de 
scription I gave him of O'Fallon Park, and 
aeny on his next trip to visit the park, 
t being then too late for that purpose.”

Would Make Appropriation 
On This Condition. 


PHILLIPS VETOES THE PLAN 


-_— 


Meanwhile Money Lenders, Some of 
Whom Are Said to Be Delegates, 
Thrive Off the Unpaid City 
Employes. 


By an attempted deal with the Water De- 
partment, looking toward the passage of the 
temporary appropriation bill, members of 
the House of Delegates have revealed their 
chief motive in delaying th ebill. 

President Phillips of the Board of Public 
Improvements blocked the .proposed agree- 
ment and the passage of the bill is now ap- 
parently as far removed as ever. 

An item of $12,000 for waterwerks extension 
was contained in the bill as passed by the 
Council, and was struck out of the meas- 
ure by the House. Water Commissioner 
Flad is anxious to secure the passage of 
this item, and of other measures appro- 
priating money for new work at the Baden 
station which are soon to. be introduced. 

At the time when the waterworks ¢6x- 
tension was stricken out of the appropria- 
tion bill, members of the House complained 
that Mr. Flad had not appeared before the 
ways and means committee, to state the 
purpose to which the money was to be ap- 
lied. 
abebe that time thev have found a way 
to communicate with the commissioner. 

The result of the conferences with him 

appeared a few days ago when a member 
of the House called on President Phillips. 
Mr. Phillips has the power of confirma- 
tion of all Mr. Flad's appointments. 
The president of the board was informed 
by his caller that obstacles to the passage 
of the water department appropriations 
would be removed on one condition. This 
was that certain appointments to positions, 
for which the appropriations were to pro- 
vide salaries, should be left to members, of 
the House. Only the consent of Mr. Phil- 
lips was needed, he said, to complete this 
arrangement. 


Fresident Phillips 
Vetoes Proposed Plan. 

“It will take three persons to make a 
deal of that kind,”’ Mr. Phillips replied. “‘l 
shall not approve of any appointment which 
is sent to me without knowing who the 


man is and what his qualifications are.” 

It is not known that any definite propo- 
sition regarding appointments has been 
broached by members of the House to May- 
or Wells, but there is no lack of indication 
that he fully understands the situation and 
that he does not intend to submit to the 


lan. 

Eince the appropriation bill has become 
deadlocked between the two houses, he has 
ceased to approve appointments, and it ts 
reported that all patronage over which he 
has control will be at a standstill until the 
bill is passed. 

One of the offices which the members of 
the House covet for their. friends is that of 
the supervisor of plumbing, which, they 
hold, should be declared vacant by the 
Board of Public Improvements. President 
Phillips is taking his time about this, as he 
is also with the office of the supervisor of 
city 1 AV HR § in which all the positions ex- 
cept that of Supervisor O’Rellly are desired 
by the politicians. 

Even more valued ae some members of 
the House ts the privilege of distributing 
jobs in street and park work, for ic 
day laborers, who do not have to be con- 
firmed by any one, are appointed. Many 
such positions would be opened by the pas- 
sage of the House amendments to the ap- 
propriation bill. It has been customary fn 
the street and park departments to recog- 
nize the house liberally in the apportion- 
ment of these jobs. 

A secondary motive for the holding up of 
the appropriation bill, and the one which is 
most openly avowed by the delegates, is op- 
position to the posse item of $102,000, on 
which the Council insists, and which the

These are some of the World's Fair plans 
of the Terminal Railway Association of 
St. Louls. 

Those relating to Union Station are now 
being put in form by Terminal Engineer 
John W. Taylor for final presentation to 
the management. 

Those relating to the sub-stations will 
be placed in his hands in the near future. 

The proposed improvements were out- 
lined for the Post-Dispatch Thursday 
morning by Mr. Edwin Dunlop, superin- 
tendent of the terminal association. 

“We have a good many more plans in 
process of formation,’ said Mr. Dunlop, 
“but they have not yet assumed a definite 
form.”’ 

“Those for the changes in Union Station 
will be presented to the management as 
soon as the engineer has completed them. 

“The improvements in the Station will be 
almost entirely at the ends of the train 
sheds and in the yards. In the station we 
can handle any crowd, provided we have 
the men on hand to help us. 

“The plans being drawn up call for two 
more leads in the throat of the yards, be- 
tween the end of the train sheds and the 
power house. 

“They also provide for additional storage 
rards, enabling us to handle from 1000 to 
500 more cars daily than at present. Now 
we have to use the tracks in the sheds to 
Store cars. With additional yards, we 
should have these tracks free for trains. 

“The tracks in the train shed will also 
be lengthened to the full extent. The 
shortest of them will then be about eight 
hundred feet long. 


Passenger and Freight 
Traffic Will Be Separated. 

“We shall also make some changes In the 
yards between the tunnel and Twenty-third 
street in line with the station changes with 
a view to separating the freight and pas- 
senger traffic altogether in the vicinity of 
the station, 

“With our facilities thus increased we will 
be able to handle a train every minute and a 
half in the twenty-four hours. Assuming 
that World's Fair trains will carry at least 
seven passenger coaches, we shall be hand- 
ling 6720 of them a day. The passenger ca- 
pacity would approximate 280,600. 

“With such a capacity we believe we 
should have no difficulty in handling all the 
World's Fair crowds right here in Union 
Station If ome ' 

“But a new and enlarged Washington 
avenue Station and the contemplated subésta- 
tions in the North and West Enda on Grand 
avenue will relieve any such necessity. 
They wlll take a lot of work from Union 
Station. We expect to fit them so that they 
will be just as accommodating for smaller 
crowds os Union Station will be for the 
big crowds. 

“While we are getting these plans ready 
to present to the management, we are not 
tergetting the proposed Union Station Park. 
That will be a great thing for us if it is 
laid out. We are very anxious to see the 
plans carried through successfully.”’ 


PLANS UNION STATION PARK 


Public Hearing Will Be Held by the 
Board of Public Improvements 
Friday Morning. 


Union Station Park will be the subject 
of a public hearing before the Board of 
Public Improvements at 10 o'clock Friday 
morning. 

The value of the property in the proposed 
site will be considered, as well as what 
the owners of that property may expect 
to get for it if it is condemned for use as 
a@ park. 

The benefit of the park to adjacent prop- 
erty and to the city at large will come up. 
So will the matter of assessing adjacent 
property to defray the cost of the park. 


The owners of the property in the pro- 
posed site, as well as the owners of ad- 
jacent property, are expected to be before 
the Board of Public Improvements for 
the hearing. 

Representative business men who have 
been pushing the plans for the park will 
alsoe be present to advocate their views. 

Draughtsman J. C. Traville of the etreet 
department has pergares estimates of the 
vaiue of the land in the proposed § site, 
which will be used by the board in the 
hearing. 

The park as pence is to extend east 
and west from ghteenth street to Twen- 
tleth street. it will be a block wide, 
bounded on the north and south by Chest- 
nut and Market streets. 

Mr. Travilla estimates the total value of 


this amount, $230,600 he estimates to lie 
between Wighteenth and Nineteenth 
streets. The property between Nineteenth 
and Twentieth streets he values at $176,330. 
The petition, drawn up by 20 business 
men, asking for the laying out of the park, 
describes it as a widening of Market street 
from Ei¢hteenth to Twentieth street.

Missouri woman who confessed to having 
been engaged in a fatal struggle with VCen- 
gus Clerk James Seymour Ayres at the time 
he was shot, is brought to trial. 

The conviction is strong that she will 
be acquitted unless stronger proof be 
brought against her than was developed at 


the inquest. 
It is said efforts will be made to have cx-

If that be thrown 
out it will devolve upon the government 
to make its case wholly out of circums’an- 
tial evidence. The chain of cvidence al- 
geady constructed is admitiedly weak in 
many essential points.

@i best manslaughter only could te estab- 
lished, as circumstances show that tne pis- 
tol was in the room of the deceused when 
Mrs. Bonine entered. This, they s:yv, elim- 
fnates the element of premecd iation.

Under ordinary circumstances the holding 
ofa woman by the grandjury would termi- 

ate the mystery, but in this peculiar case 

t is evident that more facts and more con- 
a must come hefore the whole truth 
6 known.* It is among the peculiar things 
that the coroner's jury did not tind Mrs. 
Bonine guilty of murder or mansla‘ighter, 
or even cf justifiable homicide. The ver- 
dict is something of a curiosity in its way. 

The jury finds “that said shot was ilred 
during a fatal conilict between said James 
Seymour Ayres an Lola lda Henri 

onine.”’ By thus disclaiming any inten- 
tion of fastening a guilty act upon Mrs. 
Bonine the jury by inference accepts her 
confession as true.

Ayres told her he had an enemy in the ho- 
tel and was going to leave it and go eise- 
where. He said something about ‘‘a mar- 
ried woman,” indicating that he suspected 
that his enemy was a married woman. 

Nearly all of the witnesses connected 
Mrs. Bonine with Ayres. 

The night of the murder she came to the 
room adjoining that of Ayres near mid- 
night in a wrapper and told the occupant 
she was looking for her son. 

The testimony led the police to believe 
there had been an intimacy between Mrs. 
Bonine and Ayres and that the young man, 
only 21 years old, was trying to shake her 
off, and to accomplish that had made ar- 
rangements to move away from the hotel 
the next day after tne murder. His trunk 
was packed and everything was ready for 
removal in the morning. At this time Mrs. 
Bonine appears in his room, about 2 o'clock 
in the morning, and makes the excuse that 
she went there at that hour because he 
said he was sick. She is an expert in 
handling a revolver, and acknowledges she 
had a revolver when she came to the hotel. 

After Ayres’ death, as Mrs. Bonine con- 
fesses, she had the nerve to go down the 
fire escape and remove ail traces of her 
bloody clothes, and to appear at the break- 
fast in the morning apparentiy the most 
unconcerned person in the housed.

WAITING FOR THE ANALYSIS 


The Masseur Is Considered as Only 
Negligent in Not Reporting Father 
Phillips’ Death. 


NEW YORK, May 23.—Dr. Kirk Stanley, 
the masseur, arrested in conection with 
the death of Father Phillips, has been ar- 
raigned before Coroner Bausch, and his 
examination set for May 31. The bail was 
to $5000. Stanley was taken back 
to the Tombs in default of bail. 

At the hearing before the coroner, 
liceman Redmond told of finding 
priest's badly decomposed body and of the 
subsequent arrest of Stanley. After the 
policeman had testified Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan asked for an adjournment 
of the case until a report of the chemical 
analysis of the stomach and intestines of 
the dead man could be received. 

Abraham Levy, counsel for Stanley, pro- 
tested against an adjournment, declaring 
there was absolutely nothing against Stan- 
ley. 

“There is no criminal charge against 
him,”’ said the lawyer, ‘‘and it is a hard- 
ship to hold a man on mere suspicion. I 
don't care for any indiscretion he may 
have been guilty of in not reporting the 
death of the man to the police. That Is a 
matter with which the court has nothing 
to do We all know that Dr. Witthaus, 
the chemist, is not active in furnishing an 
analysis in such cases. I ask that you 
proceed with the examination or discharge 
the defendant."’ 

Coroner Bausch granted the adjournment, 
and in doing so said: 

“IT will make an agreeemnt that the pro- 
fessor who makes the analysis shall fur- 
nish a report within seven days. A longer 
time will not be tolerated by me. I see 
nothing of a damaging character against 
the defendant other than his folly in falil- 
ing to report the case. [ do belleve that 
Stanley was cognizant of the death of the 
priest.” 

When Coroner Bausch reached his office 
today he found it had been broken Into, 
the roller desk, 
his papers, had been pried open, and there 
was evidence that the papers had been 
ransacked. The coroner believes this was 
done by persons wishing to learn the real 
name of the woman known as Mrs. Stan- 
ley.

The witness said Bartlett held the gun 
in his right hand and rested it on his 
left hand as though to steady ft. His aim 
was deliberate and careful. Thompson 
got slightly tangled on the question of 
Bartlett taking «aim He insisted that 
Bartlett, standing in a stooped position, 
held the gun at arm's length, while he 
took aim at Edwards, along the sights of 
the revolver. tlie admitted that he knew 
Bartiett was very nearsighted and could 
scarcely see an object distinctly at any 
great distance, but contended that he be- 
lieved he could take sight with the revolver 
in the position he named. 

The issue in the case, without the cir- 
cumstances leading to the dispute between 
Bartiett and Edwards, would be whether 
Bartlett used more force than necessary 
to repel the assault of Kdwards, namely, 
that he was not acting reasonably, that his 
life was not in danger.

The excess of receipts over expenditures 
of the consolidated fund for the entire pe- 
riod since 1896 until the first of this vear is 
$679,382. With the public works capital add- 
ed to the expenditures the excess of receipts 
over expenditures is $128,508.

AMENDING THE CHARTER. 


The Council committee hearing on charter amendments re- 
duced the valid objections to the amendments as they stand to 
a few minor points.

The police should 
stop this, whenever possible. And parents and schoolteachers 
Should warn boys that it is unlawful to kill song and insect- 
eating birds.

Several Railroads Have Adjusted the 
Trouble, While Strikes on Others 
Seem Imminent. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Several hun- 
Grod additions to the ranks of the strikers. 
two score or more firms signing the agree- 
ment with the men, leaving approximately 
80,000 or 35,000 men still out, and possibly 
material accessions to the roll of strikers 
in the course of the day, is the machinists’
